The use after long desue- 
tude of the word “Cheka” has 
caused gome speculation 
among foreign observers—in 
Moscow, They are wonder- 
ing whether this means that 
there is to be a reversion to 
the primitive methods of 
police terrorism practised 
before the Chekn was merged 
into the more familiar Ogpu. 


It is rare nowadays to hear 
a’ Russian mention the Cheka, 
even in the historical sense. 
The word is not approved in 
polite Sovict society; and 
“Pravda” would certainly not 
have described “our socialist.

Besides enjoying 
judicial authority to arrest 
secretly and punish gccretly 


any Soviet citizen, the Ogpu -

Guards and Rail- 
way Gunards;.it accumulated 
great wealth; and it had its 
spies everywhere, even in the

itself. -

safeguard the Republic in its 
most difficult period.

He was referring, I-have no

The shortage of cricket leaves 
me space to get down to some 
of the points on which a cor- 
respondent has asked informa- 
tion. .His first three are all part 
of the same subject (a) How 
to run between the wickets: 
(hb) the policy of stealing runs: and 
(ce) how to call—which balls should 
be called by whom. ‘I think the 
third question should come first. 

It Js the established custom that for 
all balls hit in front of the wicket the 
striker should call and for all balls 
behind the wicket the batsman at the 
bowler's end should call, This is 
chiefly because his wicket fs most Jn 
danger though of course his wicket. 1s 
usually most In danger when a shot 
foes to cover. . : 

There are some batsmen who 
like calling thelr own shots through 
the gully but they should in 
this case make sure thelr batting 
‘/parinéra know all nbout-it!— Then— 
how to call, As I have frequently 
wrilten, the secret is to call in.a 
Joud and nudible voice and in n deci- 
sive way. There are three calls. 
“Yes”, "No". "Wait". . The — last 
should be rounded off by clther 
“Come on” or “No” as the occasion 
demands, 

If you are going to refuse your 
partner’s call It must be done at 
once and I recommend an ‘even 
louder call,
